Possibilities in the future development of industries in Canada, and the cerned, It is claimed in Mngland that 
Utilization of the natural resources of the Dominion as the essential raw 
materials in such development, and the manner in which all the people 
can assist in such development and expansion of manufacturing in Canada 
formed the subject mattg of a recent address by Hon. Charles Stewart, 
Minister of the Interior, before the Young Men's Section of the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade, which is worthy of the most serious consideration, and 
especially so because it is so simple, so thoroughly sound, and so applicable 
to all parts of the country. 

Mr. Stewart did not vision a future Canada with a limited number of 
great manufacturing centres, possessing many huge plants, located in cer- 
tain sections of the country, with gigantic outputs supplying the home mar- 
ket and providing « large export trade, and largely controlled by a few cor- 
porations or wealthy individuals. Undoubtedly Canada has already created 
a number of such large industries and will continue to do so as the popula- 
tion and wealth of the Dominion grows. The idea submitted by Mr. Stewart 
for serious consideration was along quite another line. 

Mr. Stewart sees in Canuda, east, central and west, in the north as well 
as in the southern portion, a country of vast resources and of varied char- 
ucler, Many of these natural resources of a similar nature are to be found 
in widely separated sections, and he feels their development should be gen- 
eral and that they should be tapped at many points rather than attempting 
to supply the requirements of the people from one or two places located far 
wmyvay from the mass of consumers. 

In other words, Mr. Stewart advocates study of «# plan which con- 
templates the establishment of industries in numerous communities to utilize 
those natural resources which may be found adjacent to such communities 
and thus supply the local and regional demand instead of transporting such 
foods long distances from other countries or far distant parts of Canada, 
Such a plan, sanely carried out, would not only result in huge savings in the 
upgregate to the public, but would lead to the development for use of re- 
sources now lying dormant, would build up numerous small industrial towns, 
provide more employment, and materially assist in solving the problem of 
unemployment which frequently becomes acute in certain parts of the Do- 
minion by reason of the seasonal nature of the occupations of a vast major- 
ity of the people. 

In presenting his thought on this subject, Mr. Stewart expressed the 
opinion that bodies like boards of trade should take up the close study of 
the raw materials of their districts, and of the markets for manufactured 
commodities. Such local studies would, he believed, reveal many possibili- 
ties for starting new industries at appropriate points, Statistics on the im- 
portation and movements of manufactured commodities had led to the con- 
clusion, he said, that many of the articles could be made at home, and this 
also applied to goods transported from other parts of Canada in many cases 
unnecessarily, because the same thing could be made on the ground. The 
possibilities of manufacturing locally had been brought home to many towns 
and cities, largely through the initiative of enterprising public bodies like 
the board of trade, assisted by the facts on file in the department at Ottawa. 
Raw material, as far as possible, should, he contended, be prevented from 
leaving Canada so that the country’s resources to the greatest extent might 
be utilized for those living therein, 

In all such endeavors, boards of trade everywhere, Mr, Stewart stated, 
would have the assistance of the government in a whole-hearted way. His 
department was always willing to co-operate with any public body in plac- 
ing at the disposal of interested persons locations of the country’s natural 
resources, Experts of the department would be available always, and would 
be sent to any localities where their services would be of assistance. 

The policy suggested by Mr. Stewart should make a particularly strong 
appeal to boards of trade throughout the three prairie provinces, which, up 
to the present time, have been so largely dependent upon the other prov- 
inces and foreign markets for the manufactured goods which our people 
consume in such large quantities, and for which we have been obliged to pay 
high prices because of the enormous distances these goods have had to be 
transported from the point of manufacture. 

That Mr. Stewart's idea is sound, is borne out by the experience of many 
towns and many industries. Some of the most flourishing industrial towns

Safety In the Air 


Number Of Fatalitles In Aviation 
Accidents Is Decreasing 

In contrast to the rising death rate 
from automobile accidents is the de- 
creasing number of fatalities in avia- 
tion accidents.

Among the smallest things known 


to the scientists are electrons, and) 


these infinitesimally small particles 


are being fired from a glass tube at) 


a speed of 175,000 miles a second. 

This glass tube, known as a Cool- 
idge cathode ray tube, says an ar- 
ticle in Pearson's Weekly, and named} 
after its inventor, Dr. W. D. Coolidge, | 
is in the laboratory of the General} 
Flectric Company of America, © Dr.| 
| Coolidge has constructed it in his at- 
tempts to discover the locked mystery 
of the atom, 

One day this glass tube may split | 
the atom, and the greatest scientific 
problem of the age will be settled. | 
When this is uchieved anything may | 
happen, What, no one Knows. A 
perpetual and cheap source of power | 
may he released, or, again, the whole | 
world may he blown to pieces.

Meanwhile, this Coolidge — tube, | 
which uses 900,000 volts of electric-! 
ity, sends out a bombardment of elec- | 
trons at a speed nearly cqual to that 
of light. The effects of these high-| 
speed clectrons are strange and un-) 
expected, Some liquids subjected to 
them turn to solids; some gases be-| 
come solids; and some solids hbécome 
gases. When these electrons bom-| 
| barded a rabbit's ear, the brown hair) 
disappeared and was replaced by, 
white hair twice as long. 

One of the most interesting 
tures of this bombardment by clec- | 
trons is that many minerals subject- 
‘ed to it glow brilliantly for hours af-' 
| terwards, at the same time remaining 
quite cold, The tube has been put to 
valuable use in distinguishing real 
sapphires from artificial ones, Under 
| the action of the high-speed electrons 
the real sapphires as well as the arti- 
| ficial ones glow with a phosphores- 
cent light, but after the apparatus, 
has been switched off only the arti- 
‘ficial stanes continue to gleam. | 

Although these electrons leave the} 
“gun” at the unimaginable speed of} 
| 175,000 miles per second, at the most 
| they shoot only a few inches beyond

’ Co-operation Rather Than Discord 


It has been one of Canada's greatest misfortunes that periodically 
throughout its history campaigns have been inaugurated having for their 
object the division of the people into rival camps divided by lines of racial 
and creed difference. Probably no one thing has in the past operated quite 
so disastrously to retard the growth and national development of Canada, 
Time and time again when some large national question was up for decision, 
the issue turned, not on the merits of the question and the national policy 
involved, but upon some petty race and creed cry. One of the outstanding 
cases which is still fresh in the public mind was the Reciprocity election of 
1911 when, in the last two weeks of the campaign, Ontario was swept by one 
of these insidious cries, and tens of thousands of voters were stampeded 
from support of their economic convictions in favor of freer trade and wider 
markets. 7 

Throughout his lons career, both in private and public lite, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier-pleaded and strove for unity and concord among ail classes of the 
Canadian people. Hon, Mackenzie King is worthily upholding the same 
cause, and it is gratifying; to note that Hon. R. B. Bennett, ag leader of the 
Conservative Party in the Dominion, is throwing the whole of his eloquence 
und influence in the same direction. Speaking at Magog, in the Kastern 
‘Townships of Quebec, Isst month, Mr. Bennett said: ‘He who sows séeds of 
discord and distrust in racial and religious matters is a greater enemy to 
Canada than one who came with an armed force. You cannot develop a 
country by ill-will, hatred or contempt.” A few days later at Coaticook, Mr. 
Bennett used these words: “The application of the Golden itule in the life 
of a nation is quite as important as it is in the life of an tndividual,” and 
he edded that anyone who “in the heat of an election sought to raise old 
animosities, to sow seeds of discord, must not forget his wesponsibility for 
such unjust action.” 

Here in Western Canada it is absolutely vital to the welfure of the 
country that such words be heeded. To an ever increasing degree the peo- 
ple ot the West are looking to and relying upon co-operative movements and 
enterprises to solve the economic problems of the country. To Cate these 
have attained a marvellous success in a comparatively shor: space of time. 
This has been accomplished, by all classes, all creeds, people of all racial 
descents, in town and country, working together. There has peen no lines 
of demarkation in the upbuilding of these large co-operative organizations. 
The Wheat Pools of the West, for example, could never have attained their 
present proportions and power had any such foolishness as so often enters 
into political campaigns been allowed. 

The unfortunate fact remains that if the people of a Province or Com- 
munity are stirred up and divided upon racial or religious lines for partizan 
political purposes, or for any other reason, the inevitable resuit is to create 
suspicions and animosities in the community, or throughout the Province, 
which makes it extremely difficult, if not impossible, to gei atl classes to- 
gether, or hold them together, in a true spirit of co-operation, If the people 
of the West ure divided into Catholic groups and anti-Catholic groups, Eng- 
lish-speaking groups and non-English-speaking groups, it naturally becomes 
(inpossible for them to come together in the right spirit of friendliness and 
co-operation which is so essential to the maintenance and aevelopment of 
such organizations as the United Farmers, the Wheat Pools, and other co- 
Operative orgualzations, 
racial and re 
nywhere, have never 


‘These gieus ciumpaigns have never got their proponents 
conipliched good but have always resulted in harm, 
they are in no sense constructive but always destructive. Despite any and 
ull Claims that may be made for them they are the reverse of British and 
open denial of that liberty end freedom which, it is our proud boast, is to be 
found and is guaranteed to all under the British flug. 

Not only are these unscrupulous campaigns destructive of a real na- 
lional spirit; not only do they retard national growth, development and 
prosperi they render the task of government, whether in the Dominion 
and “Provinces, or in municipal councils and school boards, difficult and 
sometimes impossible, and in all cases more expensive and less efficient. 

Western Canadians, interested in the growth of their country, loyal to 
its interests, and committed to the policy of co-operation for the common 
good of all, should most emphatically set their heel upon the ugly head of 
the serpent of racial and religious ill-will whenever and wherever it may 
raise itself.

NEW PEACE TREATIES 
oe) 

Terms of the new peace treaties 
which are sought to be made between 
fifjeen or more leading powers 
through the initiative of Secretary 
of State Kellogg of the United 
States are short and to the point 
The entire agreement is contained in 
these few words: 

“The high contracting parties sol- 
emnly declare in the names of 
their respective peoples that the} 
condemn recourse to war and re- 
nounce it as an instrument of na- 
tional policy in their relations with 
one another. They agree that the 
settlement of all disputes of what- 
ever nature or of whatever orgin 
which may arise between them shall 
never be sought except by pacific 
means.” 

So far as the actual agreement is 
concerned, that is all. Yet in the 
these two short sentences are con- 
tained pledges which, if faithfully 
kept, would banish war from a great 
portion of the earth. It is also pro- 
vided that other nations may join in 
these pledges at any time. 

While it is perhaps too much to 
hope that war can be entirely abolish- 
ed, these treaties, to which the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Italy, Japan and nine other 
nations have already given informal 
assent, if actually signed will ‘mark 
the greatest practical step {n the 
interest of peace ever taken since 
the dawn of civilizitjon.

IDEAS ABOUT FOOD 


* “Mother,” said a little boy after 
coming from a walk. “I’ve seen a man 
who makes horses.”

Popular ideas about food are a 
strange admixture of truth and fic- 
ion, according to a recent article 
vy Dr, Lieb, an authority on diet. 
Particularly in this the case with re- 
spect to notions of what is good 
‘or people, or not good for tham, 
under varying circumstances. 

For example, bananas and nuta, 
were long thought to be hard to 
digest, but if the bananas are ripe 
and the nuts are chewed sufficiently 
they ‘are among the most easily 
digestible of foods. 

The prejudice against raw foods 
is also unwarranted it is said, Raw 
corn, wheat and other starches in 
moderate amounts are completely 
digested, while raw potatoes are 78 
per cent digestable. The craving 
of some children for raw potatoes 
may be indulged to a reasonable ex- 
tent without harm, and the same is 
true of raw cabbage and lettuce. 

Drinking water during meals was 
long thought to be harmful to the 
digestion, but for normal persons 
it is now declared to be beneficial 
if sipped in between swallows of 

(Forcing children to eat spinach or 
other foods which they do not like 
is not good for them as the feeling 
of repulsion which they exxperience 
hinders digestion. 

While the doctor does not say so 
in as many words, it appears that a 
rather safe rule of diet is to eat 
what one likes, provided it does not 
produce any disagreeable after ef- 
fects, And regarless of advice, 
that is what most of us insist on do- 


ing anyway.
